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USDA Control of Plant Pests 


The Agricultural Research Service 
of USDA reported at year-end on its 
activities aimed at eradication and 
control of agricultural pests. 


The ARS said that it examined more 
than 1,500 samples of agricultural 
chemicals during the fiscal year ended 
last June 30, and found more than 12 
percent of these to be “seriously mis- 
branded, adulterated, or otherwise in 
violation of federal regulations.” 


It also was pointed out that Con- 
gress, in P.L. 86-139, had amended the 
law affecting pesticides considered eco- 
nomic poisons and had added nemato- 
cides, plant regulators, defoliants, and 
desiccants (drying agents) to those 
which are regulated by the USDA and 
FDA. 

The ARS continued its long-range 
campaign against the imported fire 
ant in nine Southeastern states, and 
good progress was reported. 


USDA Inspection Activities 


The Agricultural Marketing Service 
of USDA reported at year-end that 
its inspections of processed fruits and 
vegetables during 1959 were up 11 
percent over 1958. The 1959 total 
amounted to more than 10 billion 
pounds of food. 


The AMS inspectors examined about 
7 billion pounds of canned foods, 2 
billion pounds of frozen foods, and 
another billion pounds of dried, de- 
hydrated, and miscellaneous processed 
products. 

The bulk of the inspection work is 
done for private industry as a regular 
part of the industry's processing and 
merchandising operations, it was 
pointed out. In addition, inspection 
services are performed for govern- 
ment purchasing agencies, state insti- 
tutions, and the armed forces. 

USDA also reported that nearly 5 
billion pounds of poultry and poultry 
products were certified as wholesome 
and healthful foods during 1959, the 
first year of full operation of the 
Poultry Products Inspection Act. 

At the end of the year 740 poultry 
processing plants were operating 
under federal inspection and were 
serviced by 1,600 USDA inspectors. 


N.C.A. Schedules Special Meeting of Membership for 
Discussion of FDA Regulation of Chemicals in Foods 


N.C.A. will hold a special meeting of the membership at the 1960 
Convention on the subject of “Food Regulation Today.” The session 
is designed as a forum for discussion by the canning industry with 
regard to pesticides and other chemicals in or on foods. 

This session will review the canning industry’s relationships with 
the Department of Health, Education, and Welfare and with the Food 
and Drug Administration, with growers, and with the consuming public. 
The meeting will be held at the Americana Hotel in Miami Beach on 
Tuesday afternoon, January 19. Milan D. Smith, 1959 Vice President 


of the N.C.A., will preside. 


H. Thomas Austern, N.C.A. Chief 
Counsel, will give a background state- 
ment on the relationship of the can- 
ning industry with federal agencies 
in the food regulatory field. Dr. Ira 
I. Somers, Director of the Research 
Laboratories, will discuss the scientific 
aspects and the proof of safety of 
new chemicals. Dr. C. H. Mahoney, 
Director of the Raw Products Re- 
search Bureau, is to discuss the prob- 
lems of canners and growers in using 
pesticides, herbicides and the like; in 
following the regulations concerning 
applications of these products; and the 
manner in which the regulations pro- 
duce the results for which they have 
been developed. 


Thereafter, it is expected that the 
meeting will be open for discussion, 
with a view to the adoption of suitable 
policy declarations by the industry on 
this subject.

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Canned Food Sales Increase 
in USDA Marketing Study 


Total sales of selected canned foods 
were 2% to 4 times as great when 
special displays were made of them as 
when they were displayed on the regu- 
lar shelf, according to a report issued 
by USDA December 22. 

USDA’s Agricultural Marketing 
Service conducted display experiments 
in 12 supermarkets in Boston as part 
of its broad program of research 
aimed at reducing costs of marketing. 
In reporting on the test marketing 
USDA said: 

“The special displays were located 
at the end of the grocery gondola, and 
were typical of displays now in use. 
They ranged from the informal jum- 
bled basket display to the formally 
arranged pile-on display. 

“Of the different types of displays 
tested, the jumbled basket proved to 
be the most profitable, considering cost 
of displaying and increase in sales. 
The formal basket display took second 
place in effectiveness. The formal pile- 
on display was the most costly to erect 
and maintain. 

“Researchers found that when 
grapefruit juice and tomato juice in 
46-ounce cans were sold from the dis- 
play in addition to the regular shelf, 
sales were nearly 3 times those from 
the regular shelf alone. Sales of 
beans and peas in 16-ounce cans were 
almost 2% times regular shelf sales. 
Applesauce and fruit cocktail in 16- 
ounce cans sold 2% times the regular 
shelf sales. Sales of pineapple juice

2 Statistical ali Workshop, 
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USDA Potato Research 


Basic research intended to improve 
the production, marketing, and utiliza- 
tion of potatoes was recommended by 
the USDA's Potato Research and 
Marketing Advisory Committee at its 
annual meeting December 7-10. 


Following its review of USDA's 
research program in potatoes, the 
committee assigned high priority to 
several proposals for new or expanded 
research, all basic in character. For 
example, it called for emphasis on 
breeding potatoes for varietal im- 
provement, with particular attention 
to developing varieties suitable for 
specific types of processing and uses. 

Basic research leading to improved 
disease control is also important, the 
committee said. Needed is informa- 
tion on the identity and behavior of 
bacteria, fungi, and viruses; potato 
plant physiology; resistance and sus- 
ceptibility; manner of disease spread; 
and on treatments for disease preven- 
tion and cure. 


In utilization research, the most im- 
portant need is for studies that would 
yield new information on the chemical 
constituents that will advance potato 
processing. Applied research is also 
needed, it was said, to improve the 
quality and to lower processing costs 
of potato chips, frozen french fries, 
canned and prepeeled potatoes, and 
potato granules and flakes. 

Basic research is also the number 
one need in marketing research, the 
committee said. Top priority was 
recommended for fundamental re- 
search on postharvest physiology to 
improve potato storage practices. 
Knowledge of physiological responses 
and compositional changes in relation 
to temperature, pressure stresses, and 
physical handling will become more 


important as the proportion of the 
crop used in processing increases. 

The committee also suggested that 
USDA develop improved statistical 
information on potatoes and expand 
its crop production and other statis- 
tical data to meet the needs of the 
potato industry more closely than is 
now possible. 


Cuban Labeling Requirements 


Cuba has modified its labeling re- 
quirements affecting both imported 
foodstuffs in containers and foods 
manufactured and packaged there. 
Chief provisions of the new decree 
have been reported by the U. S. Em- 
bassy in Havana as follows: 

“Every article of food in containers 
to be sold to the public, imported or 

roduced domestically, must bear a 
abel in Spanish complying with the 
provisions of the law regarding de- 
scription and specifications of the con- 
tents of the container. 

“Any other language may be used 
together with the Spanish, to describe 
the contents of the containers, pro- 
vided that the inscription, label, or 
wrapper in the foreign language is an 
exact translation of the Spanish. 

“The Minister of Commerce is em- 
powered to permit clearance through 
customs of food imports not fulfilling 
the requirements of the decree on con- 
dition that the shipment be placed in 
the importer’s warehouse and that 
the provisions of the decree be com- 
plied with prior to sale of the mer- 
chandise.” 

The new decree, No. 2226, revokes 
No. 110 of 1950 which actually was 
never put into effect. Decree No. 2226 
stipulates that Cuban customs will 
not permit clearance of imported food- 
stuffs that do not meet the new re- 
quirements. 


Stocks of Canned Foods on Dec. 1 and Season Shipments

Cartoon on Sesquicentennial 


A syndicated, Ripley-style cartoon 
has been released under the N.C.A.

The cartoon pictures Nicolas Appert 
receiving his prize on January 30, 
1810, for the discovery of the canning 
process and announces the celebration 
of the sesquicentennial of this event 
in 1960. It illustrates the present im- 
portance of canning and concludes 
with the text: “Today world econo- 
mists consider food canning one of 
man’s greatest achievements because 
it has freed us from dependence on 
local and annual harvests. Canned 
foods accord everyone a plentiful sup- 
ply of nutrients and a complete and 
varied diet.” 
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HEW-FDA Statement 
on Food Additives 


Following is the text of a statement 
issued by Arthur S. Flemming, Sec- 
retary of Health, Education, and Wel- 
fare, at a news conference December 


In order that there may be a clear 
understanding of our recent actions in 
the food and drug field and also of any 
actions that may be necessary in the 
future, I would like to make the fol- 
lowing points: 


1. Many competent authorities, in- 
cluding the Director of the National 
Cancer Institute and the Assistant 
Director for Research of that insti- 
tute, concur in the view that no one 
knows how much of a substance that 
induces cancer when included in the 
diet of animals will induce cancer 
when included in the diet of man. 


2. Under these circumstances, there 
is no question in our mind but that 
substances that induce cancer in ani- 
mals when included in their diet 
should not be used in such a manner 
as to leave residues in foods that are 
consumed by man. 


8. This means that we favor the 
basic principle that is incorporated in 
the Delaney clause to the Food Addi- 
tives Amendment, which reads as fol- 
lows: “Provided that no additive shall 
be deemed to be safe if it is found to 
induce cancer when ingested by man 
or animal, or if it is found, after tests 
which are appropriate for the evalua- 
tion of the safety of food additives, 
to induce cancer in man or animal.’ 

We favor the inclusion of such a 
clause in the pending color additives 
amendment to the Food, Drug, and 
Cosmetic Act. 


4. If we conclude that a new ap- 
plication for the use of a chemical or 
drug that leaves a residue in human 
food should be turned down because 
it has been demonstrated that it will 
induce cancer when included in the 
diet of an animal, we should be able 
to proceed promptly to revoke all out- 
standing approvals for the use of the 
chemical or drug in question. In other 
words, we are opposed to the inclusion

or retention of “grandfather” clauses 
in legislation of this kind. 


5. We also believe, however, that 
if it can be demonstrated that a chem- 
ical or drug that induces cancer when 
included in the diet of animals can 

used in such a manner as to leave 
no residue in food consumed by man, 
we should be in a position to approve 
its use. Under existing law, for ex- 
ample, when a drug is added to the 
feed of cattle, it is classified as a food 
additive even though it leaves no resi- 
due in the meat that is consumed by 
man. Certainly the use of a drug 
cannot be characterized as hazardous 
to man if there is no residue of the 
drug in the food which he consumes.

Entitled Guides for Business Anal- 
ysis and Profit Evaluation, the booklet 
is designed to encourage good business 
management by underscoring the im- 
portance of analyzing business opera- 
tions through examination of account- 
ing records. The study was prepared 
by the Office of Distribution in the 
BDSA. 


The booklet is directed to business 
managers and also to accountants, 
bankers, credit men, appraisers, and 
others who must evaluate the operat- 
ing performance of other businesses. 

Major emphasis is given to the use 
of operating and financial ratios de- 
veloped from income and balance 
statements. The value and limita- 
tions of ratio analysis are examined, 
and the computation and principal 
uses of significant ratios in financial 
analyses are described and illustrated.
